A better definition, I think, was handed down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States when it said of Good- 
will: ‘‘the disposition of a pleased customer to return to 
the place where he has been well treated.” Thus, let us think 
of the Salinas Junior College as a Goodwill institute. 


You cannot “inventory” Goodwill; it is an invisible asset 
but nevertheless a very important asset to any individual 
or to any business. 


An individual without the Goodwill of those with whom 
he comes in contact is one to be avoided; a school without 
the Goodwill of its students cannot stand; both are doomed 
to dismal failure. 


The degree of one’s success in life is measured by the 
amount of Goodwill one accumulates.
